2 small bombs explode | yiem zebra 
in Tel Aviv trash cans

TEL AVIV. — Two small bombs 


" exploded in garbage cans within a 


block of each other in south Tel 
Aviv yesterday morning, slightly 
injuring a Kiosk owner. 

Both charges consisted of sec- 
tions of pipe, filled with 20 to 80 
grammes of explosives and were set 
off by an undisclosed type of delay 
action device. 

The first charge, detonated at 
830 am., destroyed a municipal 
trash can on the corner of Aliyah 
and Salameh Streets, but caused 
no other damage. 

The second bomb, believed to have 
teen planted by the same person, 
went off at 11.50 am. It had been 
placed inside a garbage can be- 
jonging to Haim Greenblatt, 64, in- 
side the yard at 91 Herzl Street. 
Mr. Greenblatt, who was adding re- 
fuse to the can when the bomb ex- 
ploded, suffered light injuries to 
his hand and elbow and was taken 
to Hadassah Hospital in Tel Aviv. 

Little evidence remained of the 


explosion by early afternoon. The 
garbage can was stil intact but 
there were a few rips in 8. nearby 
metal shutter apparently caused by 
pieces of flying metal. Mr. Green- 
Dlatt's kiosk — actually 2 combined 


snack bar, soda fountain and Iot-- 


tery ticket stand — remained firmly 
shuttered. 

This was the first terrorist ex- 
plosion reported from the Tel Aviv 
area in over two and a half months. 
The previous incident occurred on 
a vacant lot in the vicinity of the 
central bus station. 

Garbage can bombs are an old 
and trusted method used by the 
terrorists. The bombs are usually 
thome-made and used to be fitted 
with so-called “pencil type” time 
fuses. Yesterday, a new type of fuse 
was used — | bly sensitive only 
to jarring.

COPENHAGEN. — Nato for- 
eign ministers yesterday strongly 
affirmed the need for the Altlance 
to maintain its defence efforts as it 
entered the coming phase of East- 
West negotiations.
